Dear Sir—Your favor of the ilth insc. 
and wiil say that the writer is in a 
position to advise you re the matter 
of your telephone service. 

There is very little telephone work 
done in Canada outside of the Bell 


Telephone Company, except some mun- 
icipal plants, which have the old out 
of date system. 

In order to make a careful investiga- 
tion and give you an intelligent re- 
commendation, the writer would be ob- 
liged to visit one or two of the au- 
tomatic exchange systems to see for 
himself how they have overcome cer- 
tain difficulties with which they have 
had to contend. This might take sev- 
eral days and necessitate my going to 
some of the nearby towns in the States. 
and the expense of such report would 
be anywhere from $150 to $200. If this 
is satisfactory, kindly let me know; 
in the meantime I will do what I can 
toward the matter, without leaving the 
city. 

The writer was division superintend- 
ent ef the Chicago Telephone Co. for 
ten years, having charge of an import- 
ant district, covering 150 square miles, 


and is fully conversant with telephone 
matters.

The commissioners were authorized 
to wire Mr. Kilsch’at once, authoriz- 
ing him to go ahead and get up his 
report at the expense mentioned. 

A petition from the residents of the 
district north of Sutherland street, be- 
tween that and Rat Creex, was read, 
protesting against having to send their 
children to the Norwood school. They 
claimed in their petition that their 
children were compelled to walk a long 
distance where there was no sidewalk, 
that the school was close to the nuis- 
ance ground, and to the slaughter house 
and that the children were forced to 
pass what are known to be houses of 
ill-fame. Pg 

W. A. Griesbach moved that the nuis- 
ance caused by the slaughter house 
be suppressed by law, that the side- 
walk be extended as,quickly as pos- 
sible, and that the police commission- 
ers be instructed to S8nforce the law 
with regard to the houses of ill-fame 
at once. 


Ald. Picard pointed out that the nuis- 
ance ground, the slaughter house and 


the houses of prostitution had all been 
put in their present location to get 
outside of the city limits, but that 
now the city limits had been extended 
so as to take them in. He said that 
the slaughter house people had sunk 
considerable money on that understand- 
ing, and that it was a very hard thing 
to ask the denizens of the restricted 
district to move at this time of year. 
He moved that action on the matter 
be deferred until spr 

A map was produced showing that 
the slaughter house was right cppos- 
ite the Norwood school and Alderman 
Boyle said that if this was the case 
it was simply abominable and should 
be remedied at once. 

Mr. Picard’s amendment was lost and 
the original motion requiring the re- 
moval of all nuisances at once, was 
passed. 

A letter from A. C. Neff in which 
he pointed out as reasons for tardi- 
ness of his report in coming to hand 
that it was inherently a very volum- 
inous and intricate work which requir- 
ed a long time to get up and suggesi- 
ing that the council, in order to get 
its annual report through, should ac- 
cept whatever of his suggestions 
met with their favor and allow the 
annual statement to be gotten out along 
these lines. 

The letter was jiaid on the table to 
be considered along with the auditor’s 
report. 

The fire and water committee, which 
was commissioned last meeting to look 
into the matter of a water-meter, burst 
by the frost at Patterson’s brick yard 
and charged to him, reported that Mr.

Ald. Griesbach moved, and Ald. Man- 
son seconded, that the report be accept- 
ed, except that linoleum be substituted 
for carpet. The motion passed in this 
form. 

Ald, Boyle, as chairman of the tele- 
phone committee, reported that they had 
interviewed the government, all t 
cabinet being present, and petitioned 
them to take over the Edmonton dis- 
trict telephone, that is, the telephone 
system now belonging to the city but 
operated outside of the city and in 
Strathcona. 

Mr. Boyle reported that the Govern- 
metn wanted information as to the fi- 
nancial standing of these lines, so that 
they might be able to know whether 
they were paying or losing. With this 
idea he moved that the commissioners 
be instructed to prepare a report on 
the whole system for the information 
of the Government. The instructions 
were given accordingly. 

Ald. Mays said that while 
into the telephone matter at Winni- 
peg it would be a wise idea to look 
into the fire alarm systems there, as 
this city will have to have an alarm 
system at an early date.
